All of the several plans now getting under way to make life more 
attractive financially and physically for the young men soon to be se­ 
lected for military service have their economic as well as their social 
Implications for the country during the stress of preparedness. 
First application of peacetime draft to the United States Is ac­ 
companied by uncertainties, chief of which is the general morale dur­ 
ing the induction of hundreds of thousands of youth into the military 
arm of the government. 
This morale can certainly be buoyed up by 
good living conditions, which the nation will provide for its m en-at-arm s, 
and by financial considerations such as insurance and the extension of 
social security benefits including unem ploym ent payments should the 
soldier not find a job after his release from training. 
On the economic side, there has been some worry over the dislo­ 
cation of purchasing power incident to the removal of young men from 
thousands of com munities and their concentration in a few encampments. 
To meet this in part the government is working out a plan of allow­ 
ances for dependents. 
Under such a program at least some im ney will 
filter back to the home communities.

BLADDER CONTROI 
It used to be believed there was 
no use tTying to teach a child not 
to wet himself until he was a year 
or two old Now we know this is 


not true 
One of the reasons children, up to 
a few years ago, would w-.1 their 
clothing up until they were two 
or so, was because they weren t 
taught anything else. Both mothers 
and children have hadMiome mighty 
unhappv experiences ofer this m at­ 
ter of lack of control. The bad fea­ 
ture of it is that some children, left 
to learn to control their natural 
bodv functions by themselves, form 
habits that aren't broken until they 
are 10 or 12 years old. An> time you 
hear of a child over the age of f even 
or eight wetting the b^d at night, 
you can pretty well decide that if 
the child had been trained when he 
was young, he never would have had 
to go through these humiliating 
experiences. 
You shouldn’t wait beyond the age 
of five months to begin teaching 
the child something about bladder 
control. The first thing to do is to 
study the baby’s body rhythm, for 
the bladder has a rhythm of its own, 
just as the bowels have. Very often 
we find that babies wet themselves 
just before and just after being fed. 
Any way,, the thing to do is learn 
when his bladder empties itself, and 
do just as you do in teaching bowel 
control—hold him over the chamber. 
Bladder ront.ro! is the harder of 
the two to teach, largely because 
emptying the bladder takes much 
less conscious effort. But even if 
it does take a long ti^ip, it is cer­ 
tainly well worth tra d in g him. Just 
remember, that in teacning the child 
to control his body functions, you 
are starting him on the right road 


to self control, and self manage­ 
ment. 
I used to be rather critical of the 
idea that babies could be taught 
not to wet themselves. Like a good 
many persons—many mothers in­ 
cluded, I accepted diaper w'etting 
! as a perfectly natural thing with 
babies. Then only a few months 
after the Quintuplets were bom, one 
of the nurses told me she was train­ 
ing the five of them not to wet 
themselves. I’m afraid I wasn’t very 
much 
impressed.

was a

months later, though when the five 
! of them were vertually “dry babies” 
by habit. Bed wetting was an ex­ 
ceedingly rare thing with the Quins 
from their first years, and I give all 
the credit to that training in bladder 
control they got when they were 
only a few months old.
